The Dead Sea Scrolls lasted on 
parchment, although in a pretty badly 
deteriorated state, but most of our 
letters from the past Were written on 
clay or stone. There isn’t much con- 
temporary writing done on clay or 
stone. 

Our metal civilization, so durable- 
looking at the moment, is doomed under 
time's long-range schedule. Rust will 
take care of that. 


Little Survives 


Very little of the written information 
of today, in fact, is likely to survive the 
centuries, And certainly, when you get 
into numbering the years by thotsands, 
our hand-me-downs are obviously going 
to be. in the form of objects rather than 
missives, 

Once- you ‘get into that field, the 
chances of a coherent message become 
much less, Archives are run by nature 
on a very hit-or-miss basis. 

A fragment of pottery, a spear head, 
a piece of carved basalt, a scratch on a 
thes> 
are the treasures which nature singles 
out as worthy of preservation. It is 
from such things as these that we 
have learned much of what we know 
about our forebears, although, of course, 
such finds as Egyptian tombs provide 
a much more detailed picture of par- 
ticular times and places, 

Even without a nuclear war, there 
isn't going to be much of our environ- 
ment, left to look -at, say, 20,000 years 
irom now. And in 50,000 or 100,000

it will strengthen it. In no circum.

ridors.” The situation had become so 
dangerous that parents keep their chil- 
dren at home and boycott the schools, 

Not all parents, apparently. Mr, 
Miller, from Kentucky, is sald to have 
written to his senator that secondary 
schoot pupils have as “their only source 
of funds for their education the hospital 


in Knoxville, where they sell their 
blood.” 
Death Awaits 

Admittedly, Mr. Miller comes from 


the notoriously depressed area of Bell 
County, where one old man had told 
him that “death awaits anyone of us 
who falls ill”"—thjs on account of the 
high cost of medical attention. 

But the Soviet editor, still keeping 
his own views and comments out of the 
paper lest he should be suspected of 
bias, adds the informative footnote that 
Senator Douglas had recently presented 
lo the United States Senate a map on 
which 40 per cent-of the areas marked 
had a low standard of living. 

If any Soviet reader wishes to under- 
stand this as meaning that Mr, Miller's

It is that the 
British and Americans, now that their 
Policies have converged, are jess resolute 
and courageous in facing war with thé 
Russians than are Germany and France.

Why, when they ‘are operated on, do we re- 
fuse to change their birth certificate? 


On my desk right now are very. sad let- 
ters from three fine people who know that 
surely a horrible mistake was made when 
they were born. The doctor said they were 
boys, but these people have always known 
that they ‘were feminine. As one says, “He” 
is never so happy as when cooking, or sew- 
ing, or cleaning house for his sister. These 
people want terribly to have the mistake 
rectified. If an operation were to be per- 
formed, it would be “big news” all over the 
world, and the publicity would scare out the 
hospital authorities, the doctors, and the pa- 
tient.
